This un­ 
usual picture of dinosaur tracks was made avn liable to readers of this 
newspaper by Dr. E. H. Sellards, director of the University of Texas 
Bureau of Economic Geology and Texas Memorial Museum. In com­ 
menting upon them, Dr. Sellardto Mid: 


“These mammoth tracks wore found in Hondo River in Bandera 
County not far from the Medina Coanty line. They are tracks of one 
of the large carniverous three-toed dinosaurs. The tracks were made 
in a calcareous mud probably at a time when this locality was near 
the seashore of that time. After the tracks were made the mud hard­ 
ened somewhat before the tracks were filled by waves or streams 
carrying other deposits. The hardening of the mud resulted in a line 


o f cleavage h o that while the tracks were subsequently filled they 
were nevertheless preserved showing the exact form and size. Sub­ 
sequently the calcareous mud hardened into limestone rock and was 
covered by other Cretaceous deposits later uncoverc*d by the eroding 
action of the stream.”
